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Fears over 
alteration 
idea to car 
park rules 

OSWESTRY Town Council 
fears that a government 
overhaul of car parking leg¬ 
islation could leave it with¬ 
out funds to help attract 
people to the town. 

Councillors met last night 
(Wednesday) to discuss con¬ 
sultation on local authority 
parking strategies. 

The Government says it 
wants to ensure that 
charges complement and 
enhance the attractiveness 
of high streets and town cen¬ 
tres. 

Oswestry Town Council 
runs three car parks: Cen¬ 
tral and Smithfield and the 
Horsemarket. Income from 
parking fees is used to sub¬ 
sidise many of Oswestry’s 
visitor events and brighten 
up the town. 

Town mayor Councillor 
Chris Schofield said: “The 
town council fully supports 
town centre revitalisation. 
“However the council would 
be concerned if it was not 
allowed to use the car park¬ 
ing income to help attract 
people into the centre.” 

He said funds from park¬ 
ing fees were used, among 
other things, to help run 
special events at the town’s 
market, for floral planters 
through the summer and 
the Christmas lights, the 
visitor and exhibition centre 
to host other events. 

The total income for Cen¬ 
tral Car Park alone from 
April to December 2013 was 
£326,900, up 3.3 per cent. 

Delight at

HEALTH sector regulators 
have given glowing reports 
to Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

Monitor, the sector regula¬ 
tor for health services in Eng¬ 
land and the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) have both 
given the hospital high scores 
following recent inspections.

JOBS CRISIS HITS 
RESPONSE TIMES 


THE Wales Ambulance Service Trust (WAST) is facing up to a staffing 
crisis in North Powys with 15 vacancies reported. 

With the service failing to hit response targets across Powys between April 
and December the staff shortages were revealed in a performance report to the 
Montgomeryshire Community Health Council, yesterday (Wednesday). 

Heather Ransom, WAST interim head for Powys, reported the high level of vacancies 
in North Powys were contributing to the service failing to achieve responses inside the 
eight minute target. Only 58.8 per cent of calls were attended within eight minutes against 
a target of 65 per cent. 

North Powys in particular is suffering from a shortage of paramedics and other ambu¬ 
lance staff, with volunteer first responders having to step in to fill the gap caused by the

'Blue light' 
service goes 
from town 

RAPID response vehicles have been 
removed from Oswestry and three other 
Shropshire towns as part of changes that 
will see ambulances returning, it has been 
revealed. 

The blue-light cars which have been per¬ 
manently stationed in the town, Bridgnorth, 
Craven Arms and Market Drayton have 
been taken out of operation as part of plans 
to bring back ambulances to the four towns. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service has 
said it is trying to secure funding to run 
both the rapid response vehicles and ambu¬ 
lances - but cannot afford to at the moment. 

The vehicles were staffed by advanced 
paramedics who attended local incidents 
before ambulances could arrive and trans¬ 
ported patients to hospital where required. 
Those paramedics will now be assigned to 
the new ambulances. 

Oswestry has been without an opera¬ 
tional ambulance since 2012, when the 
ambulance service stationed all ambulances 
at two hubs in Shrewsbury and Telford as 
part of its controversial Make Ready 
scheme. 

But the ambulances are now returning, 
following an increase in emergency calls. 

This week’s adult social care scrutiny 
committee was told it was hoped funding 
could be found to run both services. 


15 vacancies the report claims. 

The Health Council heard that although 
■ calls to the ambulance service have risen by 
almost a third, there is a problem with the 
high number of staff vacancies. 

Heather Ransom said: “The smaller sta¬ 
tions are all currently experiencing high 
vacancies. 

“The impact in Powys is that many of the 
more rural locations do not provide 24/7 
cover and are thereby more reliant on com¬ 
munity first responder schemes during 
unsocial hours.” 

Calls 

The reports says that total calls to Powys 
ambulance had risen by 29 per cent - an 
additional 2,831 incidents in April to 
December 2013 compared to the same 
period in 2010. The 999 calls categorised as 
life threatening have risen by 34 per cent, 
an increase of an additional 1,232 calls over 
the same period. 

She said the Welsh Ambulance service 
was currently undertaking a review of oper¬ 
ational rotas and positioning of vehicles 
using a process to predict average peak 
demand times for emergency and urgent 
calls and matching crew numbers to activity. 

“Until this work is completed, however, 
there is an acknowledgement that current 
rotas are out of date and do not reflect cur¬ 
rent demand patterns,” the report says. 

The report states to provide 24/7 cover in 
all the rural stations would require an addi¬ 
tional 22 recruits.

Trial date 
fixed for 
rail crash 
accused 

TWO men have denied a 
charge of endangering the 
safety of train passengers 
and crew following a crash 
near Welshpool last summer. 

The crash between the 
passenger train and a trac¬ 
tor and trailer occurred at a 
farm crossing close to 
Buttington Hall in Butting- 
ton, on July 16. 

Tractor driver Ifan Gwyn 
Evans, 28, of Penyffordd, 
Llanfyllin, and co-defendant 
John Elwyn Roberts, 74, of 
Oldford Rise, Welshpool, 
appeared at Mold Crown 
Court last Friday and 
pleaded not guilty. 

Judge Peter Heywood 
fixed the trial, which is 
expected to take four days, 
for June 2 at Mold. 

The charge alleges that 
they endangered the safety 
of railway users after Evans 
allegedly drove a tractor and 
trailer across the line when 
it is claimed they were not 
authorised to do so, causing 
an approaching train to col¬ 
lide with the trailer. 

The charge relates to the 
crash between an Arriva 
Train Wales and the trailer, 
on the Birmingham to 
Aberystwyth service at 
Buttington. 

There were about 90 pas¬ 
sengers on board the train at 
the time who were moved to 
safety and two were taken to 
Welshpool hospital following 
the crash. 

The court heard that a 
site visit by the trial jury 
was under consideration.

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Plans for 
biomass 
plant are 
approved 

PLANS for a biomass 
energy-producing plant at 
a chipboard factory have 
been approved. 

The proposals put for¬ 
ward by officials at Kro- 
nospan, based on Holyhead 
Road in Chirk, were given 
the go-ahead by members 
of Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning 
committee, on Monday. 

Company chiefs had sub¬ 
mitted revised plans 
although it had been given 
permission to build a larger 
waste-burning plant in 
2012 despite local objec¬ 
tions. 

The chipboard manufac¬ 
turer said it wanted to use 
waste material generated 
in its production process as 
fuel. 

Imported 

It said it would reduce 
energy costs and help safe¬ 
guard 600 jobs. 

The factory currently 
uses gas-fired boilers and 
gas turbines on site. 

A report to the planning 
committee said approxi¬ 
mately 62,000 tonnes of 
biomass would be used 
annually and sourced from 
on-site wood residues. 

It would not require fur¬ 
ther fuel being imported to 
the site. 

The report to the meet¬ 
ing supported the plans, 
subject to some conditions, 
saying there were “signifi¬ 
cant environmental and 
economic benefits”. 

It said the company’s 
justification for the plans 
put forward was that “the 
biomass plant would help 
secure the site for its 600 
employees and 2,500 peo¬ 
ple indirectly employed by 
Kronospan’s operations”.

He then carries on walking down Pride Hill 
singing Welsh rugby anthem Hymns and Arias 
by Max Boyce. 

The video finishes with a selection of tourist- 
style snaps showing Mr Thomas next to The 
Quantum Leap statue and The Shrewsbury 
Hotel. 

The neknomination craze has swept the UK 
and Ireland, with thousands of people taking 
part on social media.

Youths urged 
to get involved 
in town council 

YOUNG people in Welshpool are to be asked 
to become youth representatives on the 
town council. 

A move to restrict those eligible to mem¬ 
bers of the youth council of Welshpool High 
School was defeated amid claims that it 
would prevent Welsh speakers and those 
who have left school from taking part. 

At a meeting of Welshpool Town Council 
members voted to have two youth represen¬ 
tatives and agreed that they should be aged 
between 15 and 18 and live within the three- 
mile boundary of the town set for full adult 
councillors. 

However, there was debate over how the 
representatives should be found. Councillor 
Dr John Morgan said that the youth council 
of Welshpool High School should nominate 
youth representatives. 

He said: “We have good links with the 
youth council. It is a conduit to reach out to 
the youth of Welshpool.” 

But several councillors said that limiting 
it to the high school would exclude many 
young people including those who had left 
full time education and were working or 
those who now studied at Coleg Powys. 

Councillor David Senior said it would also 
exclude Welsh speakers. 

But Councillor John Corfield successfully 
proposed that the council simply advertise 
for young people to come forward. 

“We are not going to get swamped by the 
number of people coming forward and I 
would think that those who do will probably 
come from the school council at Welshpool 
High School.” 


removal of special measures. 

“There is a growing proportion of teach¬ 
ing that is reliably good. But some still 
requires improvement, which means that 
pupils do not always make the progress they 
are capable of in lessons and over time.” 

However, Ms McGill said some progress 
has been made and the changes that have 
been made have been positive ones. 

The report says: “Despite the fact that 
the school is not yet where it should be on 
its journey towards the removal of special 
measures, there are encouraging signs of 
improvement. 

“The appointment of the new head¬ 
teacher, in conjunction with the secondment 
of two experienced and skilled teachers, 
adds considerable strength to the leadership 
team. It has also served to boost morale. 

Changed 

“Throughout this inspection, members of 
staff spoke of a renewed optimism and con¬ 
fidence. It is clear that the climate in school 
has changed for the better. Appropriate 
action is being taken to deal with remaining 
weaknesses, both in leadership and teach¬ 
ing.” 

Ann Hartley, Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for children’s services, said she 
was generally pleased with the report. 

“Though the Ofsted inspector has identi¬ 
fied room for improvement at Holy Trinity, 
I’m pleased that she has found that appro¬ 
priate action is being taken to deal with the 
remaining weaknesses, both in leadership 
and teaching,” she said. 

“I’m especially pleased that she has high¬ 
lighted the impact made by the new head in 
such a short period of time, and the impor¬ 
tance of the new interim executive board, 
both of which will play a key role in raising 
standards at the school.” 

And Karen Bradshaw, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s director of children’s services, said: 
“I’m pleased that the inspector has praised 
the fact that Shropshire Council have taken 
action and set up the interim executive 
board to govern the school. Ultimately, this 
is a management issue, and there is no need 
for parents or pupils to be concerned. It is 
essentially business as usual and school life 
will carry on as normal for pupils.”

MY WIFE AND CHILDREN HAVE LEFT. HOW CAN I FIND OUT WHERE THEY HAVE GONE? 

Q: My wife and I had a terrible argument over Christmas and she walked out of the family home taking the children with her. I haven’t heard from her since and I 
have no idea where she has gone. I thought when the new term started she would take the children to school and I would be able to go there and get to talk to her, 
but this is not the case and the head says she has no idea where they are either. I am completely distraught and I just don’t know what to do. Can you advise me? 
A: Your wife’s whereabouts will be known to one of the national agencies or organisations and under Section 33 of the Family Law Act 1986 an Application can be 
made to the Court for a Disclosure of a Child’s Whereabouts. The Court has the authority to order an organisation such as the Benefits Agency or HM Revenue and 
Customs to disclose the address of the children and/or your wife to the Court. 

Once the address is disclosed to the Court, the Court will then serve your Application upon your wife and she will be ordered to attend at Court. Usually an 
Application for a Contact Order for Residence Order or Immediate Return of the Child Order will be made alongside such an Application. It is also possible that 
you can make an Application for a Specific Issue Order under Section 8 of the Children Act and ask the Court to order that the mother returns the children to their 
school and home.

How much money has been 
wasted with these U-turns? 

I WRITE further to the two letters printed on January 30 
concerning the expected return of ambulances to key loca¬ 
tions in North Shropshire. 

This is yet another U-turn in both national and local gov¬ 
ernment circles. It is providential that no person has died 
waiting for the arrival of an emergency ambulance thus far. 

What concerns me is that these turnarounds of previous 
routines occur without thinking through the problems that 
might arise. 

Officials initiating the changes are presumably in receipt 
of good salaries, but appear to be not fit for purpose, but I 
have yet to hear of one or more being shown the door.

Fresh appeal 
to motorists

Mr Burkhill, 75, said: “Thirty-odd years 
of asking is a long time and enough is 
enough really. 

“None of the residents are getting any 
younger and most are in the eighties and all 
we want is drivers to obey the rules. There 
are signs clearly saying it is access only but 
motorists just keep coming along it.” 


“The high winds and rain badly affected 
what is potentially a busy time. 

“As you can imagine winter is always a 
difficult period for outdoor trading. 

“The mayor and chairman of the markets 
and car parks committee visited the market 
on December 18 to do the annual meet and 
greet to all the traders and to wish everyone 
a happy Christmas. 

“Unfortunately the weather was again 
poor on the day but spirits were lifted with 
the visit.” 

Traders 

Mr Clough said many markets in the area 
were visited in January in an attempt to 
attract new outdoor traders to Oswestry’s 
market. 

He said: “There has already been some 
visits from new traders, hopefully they were 
supported enough to encourage them to 
revisit.” 

Mr Clough said a host of events have 
been lined up to attract shoppers to the 
market including an Easter fun day, an 
antique fair and a continental market. 

He added he had been in touch with 
Shrewsbury-based Asterley Events about 
staging a new Christmas Market. 

Mr Clough said: “It is unfortunate that 
once Christmas Live and the Christmas 
Parade are over in the first week in Decem¬ 
ber, there are no other activities.” 

Councillors were discussing the matter 
at their markets and car parks committee. 


Dragon plan roars back to life

dragon one day stand roar¬ 
ing into the sky on the bor¬ 
der between Shropshire and 
Wales? 

The idea of a Welsh 
tourist attraction to rival the 
Angel of the North has 
taken several forms over the 
years. 

And although the original 
idea - of having the dragon 
atop a 200ft tower - has 
been scaled down, business¬ 
man Simon Wingett believes 
his current £4 million pro¬ 
posal is a winner. 

He wants to build an 80ft 
bronze dragon and cultural 
centre just off the A5 at Hal- 
ton, near Chirk, the Roman 
gateway to Wales. 

This week councillors in 
Chirk reiterated their sup¬ 
port for the ambitious plans, 
which would create 80 jobs. 

Chirk Town councillors 
backed the proposals to cre¬ 
ate a dragon tower after 
being asked to give their for¬ 
mal support by Mr Wingett. 

Town clerk Sam Hughes 
told the councillors Mr 
Wingett had written asking 
for its support. The town 
council will not become a 
funding partner. 


Stones are 
thrown at 
vehicles in 
car park 

POLICE have promised to 
continue a crackdown on 
anti-social behaviour in 
Chirk after complaints 
about youths throwing 
stones at moving cars. 

The complaints were 
raised when police commu¬ 
nity support officers Dean 
Sawyer and Grace Jones 
updated councillors on cur¬ 
rent crime levels. 

Mr Sawyer said there 
were five anti-social behav¬ 
iour incidents reported in 
December and six reported 
in January. 

He said youths had been 
spoken to about their behav¬ 
iour and he said he expected 
the level of anti-social 
behaviour to drop after a 
few of the youths responsi¬ 
ble for stone-throwing had 
been identified. 

Councillor Jackie Allen 
urged the officers to carry on 
targeting the yobs and 
revealed her car had been 
struck three times by stones 
as she drove through the 
town car park last week. 

Town clerk Sam Hughes 
said some of the youth had 
been blocking off the 
entrance to the car park. 

Meanwhile, Councillor 
Terry Evans said he was 
concerned about suspicious 
cold callers in the town. 

He said a man and a 
woman had been visiting 
addresses purporting to be 
from the RSPCA. Mr Sawyer 
said he would look into the 
issue.

Lanterns, drums and the head of a unicorn 
were some of the items carried up to the top 
of Old Oswestry for a dawn vigil on Sunday 
morning.

About 15 people joined the early morning 
procession organised by Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort, a group campaigning against 
proposals for housing development close to the 
3,000 year old Iron Age monument. 

The vigil was to mark the Celtic celebration 
of Imbolc, also known as Candlemas or Brigid’s 
Day, which falls between the winter solstice and 
spring equinox and signals first signs of Spring. 

Campaigner Maggie Rowlands said she 


organised the gathering at short notice after 
discovering the sun would be seen rising over 
The Wrekin, another important Shropshire hill 
fort, highlighting the site’s significance. 

Important 

Mrs Rowlands, 63, of Chirk Bank, once proj¬ 
ect officer for the hill fort under Oswestry Bor¬ 
ough Council, said: “We hope to demonstrate 
that the line of sight between the hill forts was 
an important function of what the hill forts 
were about, and by building houses in the way 


you lose that view.” Campaigner Kate Clarke, 
50, of Chapel Street, Oswestry said: “It taps 
into the emotion of people in Oswestry about 
the housing development. 

“If you think about the people who would 
have done this all that time ago, it’s another 
example for the rich history of the hill fort, 
which I think people are waking up to. We’re 
the descendants, in a way, of those people.” 

Areas of land around the landmark have 
been put forward as potential development sites 
for housing under Shropshire Council’s 


SAMDev planning process which will govern 
where houses are built in the future. 

The move sparked an online petition which 
attracted nearly 8,000 signatures against the 
plans. 

The campaigners are urging for the hill fort’s 
setting and views from and to it to be safe¬ 
guarded from development. 

They say a full archaeological assessment 
should carried out before three parcels of land 
near the hill fort are put forward as potential 
sites in the SAMDev process.

Progress on 
building 
medical 
practice 

WORK is well under way on 
Chirk’s £2.4 million new 
medical practice. 

At the moment the build¬ 
ing is shrouded in green 
sheeting while contractors 
work on the site on land off 
Colliery Road but the new 
centre, which will replace 
the doctors’ surgery in Cas¬ 
tle Road, is expected to open 
on schedule in March. 

The new surgery will have 
facilities to enable minor 
operations to be carried out 
and provide space for health 
visitors and district nurses 
as well as midwives and out¬ 
patient appointments. 

It means some residents 
who would normally have to 
travel to Wrexham Maelor 
Hospital will be able to be 
seen in Chirk instead. 

Doctors have welcomed 
the impending move saying 
patients deserve the new 
facilities. A pharmacy is also 
expected to open within the 
building, which will be called 
the Castle Heath Centre. 

Betsi Cadwaladr Univer¬ 
sity Health Board won 
Welsh Government funding 
approval for the centre in 
2012 after it had been a high 
priority for some years. 

There had been fears the 
building may never materi¬ 
alise after a decision was 
delayed in the early 2000s. 

But in early 2013 the 
scheme was given the go- 
ahead and the land made 
available by Wrexham 
County Borough Council.

SUGAR beet growers are being 
urged by the National Farmers 
Union to make a claim after it was 
revealed funds they are owed 
remain untouched. 

Last summer it was announced that grow¬ 
ers could be in line for a levy refund follow¬ 
ing a court ruling that they had overpaid.

Mercedes

How can it be that the car that Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz calls its best selling model 
has, for so long, felt a bit of an under¬ 
achiever? 

The C-Class ought to have been all that the com¬ 
pany knows about luxury saloons distilled into a 
smaller form, but for many years it was instead a 
car that was short on quality and long on price tag. 
The 2007 model repaired much of its reputation and 
the subsequent 2011 facelift brought even more 
features and better efficiency, but in this country, the 
C-Class always lagged a distant third in the com¬ 
pact executive sales charts behind the BMW 3 
Series and the Audi A4. 

Much has changed in the interim though. The 
introduction of a smaller four-door saloon, the CLA, 
has allowed the C-Class to become a bit bigger and 
a good deal more luxurious. The latest car is a fresh 
design from the ground up and it shows. 

Refinement 

The C-Class has for some time been, and will 
continue to be, focused on comfort and refinement. 
To that end, it’s the first car in its class to offer air 
suspension. This comes with an AGILITY SELECT 
switch that allows the driver to select between Com¬ 
fort, ECO, Sport, Sport-i- and Individual settings. 
Even if you stick with the standard steel springs, the 
front suspension has been greatly improved with a 
very clever four-link setup that isolates the struts, 
allowing for optimised geometry and better grip. 

The engines include a 2.1-litre C200 BlueTEC 
diesel, 170PS, and two petrol options, the 156PS 
1.6-litre Cl 80 entry-level version and the 184PS 1.9- 
litre C200. The C300 BlueTEC HYBRID combines a 
four-cylinder 204PS diesel engine with a compact 
27PS electric motor and looks interesting, as does 
the prospect of a plug-in hybrid model. In the here 
and now, there’s a choice of two six-speed manual 
transmissions or an improved version of the 7G- 


TRONIC automatic gearbox. The electromechanical 
Direct Steer system is also fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this C-Class, you’d be 
forgiven for thinking that this was the most conser¬ 
vative of styling directions. Any notionally car-literate 
person would be able to tell you it was a Mercedes 
C-Class, even if they’d never clapped eyes on the 
thing before. It’s tidily executed, with hints of the lat¬ 
est S-Class in its detailing. Halogen headlamps are 
fitted as standard, but there are also two LED 
options offered: a static system and a dynamic ver¬ 
sion with an ‘LED Intelligent Light System’. 

Drop inside and you’ll see where this Mercedes 
differentiates itself. It’s radically different to its pred¬ 
ecessor with a broad centre console swooping 
between the front occupants, In automatic vehicles, 
a large one-piece centre console panel performs an 
elegant sweep from the centre air vents to the arm¬ 
rest. 

Ergonomic 

On vehicles with manual transmission, the centre 
console is slightly steeper and features two sepa¬ 
rate trim elements in order to create ample space 
for ergonomic operation of the shift lever. 

There’s also a free-standing 7-inch central dis¬ 
play - unless you opt for the ritzy COMAND Online 
package, in which case an 8.4-inch item is speci¬ 
fied. 

Materials quality is much improved and there are 
some slick details like the five metallic round air 
vents and the touchpad in the hand rest over the 
Controller on the centre tunnel. There’s even a 
head-up display option. An extra 80mm in the 
wheelbase helps rear seats space and there’s a 
best in class 480-litres of boot space too. 

To gain an insight into quite how deep the 
thought process behind the new C-Class is, con¬ 
sider this. The air conditioning system talks to the 
car’s satellite navigation system. When you enter a 
tunnel, rather than start sucking diesel fumes into 
the cabin from that labouring artic, the car knows 
it’s entering a tunnel and automatically switches the 
air conditioning to recirculate, bringing in fresh air 
only when you’ve emerged again. That’s smart. As

indeed is the Collision Prevention Assist Plus sys¬ 
tem. When a danger of collision persists and the 
driver fails to respond, the system is able to carry 
out autonomous braking at speeds of up to 
125mph, thereby reducing the severity of collisions 
with slower or stopping vehicles. The system also 
brakes in response to stationary vehicles at a speed 
of up to 31 mph, and is able to prevent rear-end col¬ 
lisions at speeds of up to 25mph. 

Each C-Class gets pelvis airbags for driver and 
front passenger as well as window bags, sidebags 
for the outer rear seats and a kneebag for the driver. 
The front passenger seat can also be fitted with 
automatic child seat recognition, which deactivates 
the airbag when a child seat is fitted and reactivates 
it once it has been removed. 

It doesn’t take long to see how Mercedes has 
forged ahead with efficiency. Where the last C220 
diesel emitted 117g/km of carbon dioxide, the latest 
model trims that down to just 103g/km, with fuel 
economy improving from 64.2mpg to 70.6mpg; a 


quite remarkable number to be associated with an 
executive car. Even the entry-level petrol model, the 
Cl 80, gets numbers that not so long ago would 
have been very respectable indeed for a diesel car 
in this sector: think 56.5mpg and 166g/km. 

Is this Mercedes C-Class good enough to score 
conquest sales from its key competitors? Only a 
positive answer will do for Mercedes. This car can’t 
just continue on the previous model’s form line, not 
in the UK at least. The fact that it’s more of a C-Class 
than ever before, more imbued with traditional Mer¬ 
cedes qualities, perhaps hints at the fact that it’s a 
slightly insular concept, lacking the dynamism or 
self-confidence to encroach on the strengths of its 
rivals. 

Being bigger and more luxurious are easy things 
for Mercedes to do. Doing so while being more eco¬ 
nomical isn’t so straightforward and it’s here that the 
C-Class gives a hint of its mettle.

The Peugeot 3008 Crossover has 
improved in looks and content, while 
offering even lower prices. You have to 
really want a car of this kind to really 
appreciate it but if you do, then you’ll 
probably love this one. 

So what exactly is Peugeot’s 3008? It looks 
vaguely like a small 4x4, but there’s no conventional 
all-wheel drive system. A 5-seat MPV then? Wrong 
again. Check that raised SUV-style driving position. 
A closer definition is as a family hatchback with 
added versatility and serious attitude, a class of car 
the industry now calls a ‘crossover’ and was first 
popularised by Nissan’s Qashqai. 

Unlike that Nissan, this Peugeot offers neither 
4WD or 7 seats as an option but compensates with 
a special Grip Control system and a super-flexible 
interior. Enough of its own car then, to build a loyal 
following. Now it’s had a quite extensive overhaul,

Otherwise the range is front wheel drive, with 2.0- 
litre and 1.6-litre HDi diesels plus 1.6-litre VTi and 
THP petrols. There’s no four-wheel-drive option with 
the standard 3008. Instead, Peugeot claims to have 
boosted the car’s ‘outdoor’ abilities by including a 
special Grip Control traction control system. It has 
five operating modes, each designed to optimise 
traction on a particular surface. 

The 3008 remains eminently practical, featuring 
a split tailgate, a three-position boot floor and four 
securing rings for attaching a luggage net. The 
Easy Flat rear bench seat can be folded in a single 
movement using buttons located in the boot or at 
the top of the seat back. At the front, the passenger 
seat folds completely flat for transporting even 
longer loads. Numerous storage compartments 
around the cabin give total space of nearly 50-litres. 
The boot is good for 512-litres, growing to 1,604- 
litres if you fold the seats. 

Prices start at around £17,000 for a 1.6-litre petrol 
model, with diesels opening at just under £19,000, 
while Hybrid4s look a bit conspicuous at over 
£27,000. Trim levels have been improved in order 
to offer better value for money across the three trim

levels of Access, Active and Allure. Bluetooth con¬ 
nectivity for smartphone and music players is now 
included on every 3008, while electric folding door 
mirrors have been added to Active models. The Peu¬ 
geot Connect Navigation and reversing camera sys¬ 
tem is standard on Allure. 

Rather than increasing in price, the latest Peugeot 
3008 has actually had a bit of a haircut there, with 
on the road asking figures having been shaved by 
£650 for the entry level car. From a safety perspec¬ 
tive, the 3008 makes sense with plenty of airbags, 
ESP and ABS standard throughout the range. In 
truth, the whole line-up provides plenty enough 
bang for your buck, with none of the models under- 
specified. 

So-called crossover models like this might be the 
automotive equivalent of sitting on the fence but 
they do offer an attractive combination of many of 
the kind of qualities that a significant number of 
today’s family buyers are looking for. 

If you’re one of those people, uncertain whether 
to plump for the high driving position and chunky 


looks of an SUV 4x4 or the handling composure and 
fuel economy of a family hatchback, then try one of 
these first. For once, getting cross could just get you 
exactly what you want.

Peugeot updating the styling to make it a good deal 
more handsome at the same time as improving effi¬ 
ciency, building in higher equipment levels and 
reducing prices. 

The engine line up is strong, with some of Peu¬ 
geot’s better and more ingenious powerplants. The 
most interesting remains the 3008 HYbrid4, which 
features a 2.0-litre 163bhp diesel engine driving the 
front wheels, with a 37bhp electric motor powering 
the rear wheels. The result is a car which can be 
powered emissions-free in town, or via the diesel 
engine on a fuel-conserving long run. When condi¬ 
tions are slippery or when in sports mode, power 
goes to all four wheels for a total output of 200bhp 
with the diesel engine and the electric motor work¬ 
ing at the same time to give maximum acceleration 
when needed, for instance when overtaking. It’s no 
off-roader though.

Spaceback The vinvl 


By Ian Donaldson 


Skoda’s ordinary Rapid may be a five- 
door hatch but it’s not a very conven¬ 
tional one. 

Potential buyers uncomfortable with that will be far 
happier with this Spaceback variant. Though a little 
smaller than its stablemate, it’s certainly more stylish 
and at last gives this Czech brand a really credible 
contender in this important sector. 

We like to think of Skoda as a company that sticks 
to convention, that thinks in straight lines and appeals 
to those who don’t feel comfortable diverging too far 
from the norm. It isn’t always true. While there are cer¬ 
tainly some deeply traditional models in the Skoda 
line-up, more than a few of its products nudge left field 
quite cheekily, refusing to conventionally compete in 
the markets you’d expect them to. 

Take the family hatch sector. The Octavia never 
quite fitted in as a real Golf/Astra/Focus rival. It just 


wasn’t the right shape and never had the same 
appeal. That model grew in size and the Rapid as slot¬ 
ted in beneath it. Despite offering a hatchback, the 
Rapid felt like the Octavia experience all over again. In 
other words, it didn’t directly go head-to-head with the 
mainstream family hatches. Was this by accident or 
design on Skoda’s part. The masterplan became clear 
with the launch of the Rapid Spaceback, a car with a 
more familiar silhouette. 

The Rapid Spaceback runs on a similar platform to 
the Rapid hatch, so there aren’t any great surprises 
regarding the way it drives. That means you get what 
looks like a fairly rudimentary chassis set-up with a 
simple strut front suspension and a torsion beam rear 
end. The chassis is a interesting though, using a front 
end that’s been modified from the VW Polo, while the 
rear chassis structure and suspension are identical to 
that which props up the posterior of the VW Beetle. It’s 
similar to the Rapid hatch and shares its 2602mm 
wheelbase but measures 180mm shorter due to a 
reduced rear overhang. 

Pulling 

Skoda offers two diesel and three petrol engines, 
with the entry-level powerplant in the range being a 
1.2-litre three-cylinder petrol unit that packs 86PS but 
is also offered in 105PS form if you want a little more 
pulling power. 

Alternatively, there’s a seven-speed DSG auto-gear¬ 
box 122PS 1.4-litre TSI at the top of the range that 
looks a little redundant but which is the only car in the 
range that can crack 10 seconds to 60mph. The 1.6- 
litre turbodiesel versions come in 90 or 105PS guises, 
with a seven-speed DSG gearbox an alternative to the 
standard manual five-speeder in the lower-powered 
variant. 

The Spaceback’s bodywork is new from the B-pil- 
lars back and it’s a crisp piece of design work. The 
rear end features neat triangular insets either side of 
the number plate holder and if you choose the optional 
panoramic glass roof, it then combines neatly with a 
‘prolong’ tinted rear screen for a contrasting look that 
works best on pale coloured cars.

The Rapid hatch already had a huge luggage 
capacity, so losing a bit of that for the sake of a perter 
rear end doesn’t exactly mean you’ll have to travel light. 
This goes down from 550 to 415-litres, although rear 
passenger space hasn’t been affected. The luggage 
bay can be specified with a double floor to ensure that 
valuables are kept out of sight. Fold the 60/40 split rear 
seats and you get up to 1,380-litres of luggage capacity 
(down from 1490-litres in the standard Rapid). 

The interior is unconventional in its own way. There 
are any number of rivals that have tried to up the quality 
of the materials used but still haven’t got the hang of 
an elegant and classy look. The Rapid family is the 
opposite. Touch many of the cabin plastics and they’re 
rather hard and scratchy, but it looks well built. It looks 
elegant. It looks, above all else, as if it’s not trying too 
hard. 

Rapid Spaceback pricing sits in the £14,500 to 
£19,000 bracket, so you are looking at a modest pre¬ 
mium of just over £600 more than a standard Rapid 
model although you do get slightly more equipment 


thrown in to compensate. There’s a choice of three trim 
levels and buyers choose between 1.2 and 1.4-litre TSI 
petrol engines and a couple of versions of the familiar 
1.6-litre TDI diesel. 

Standard specifications see air conditioning as stan¬ 
dard across the line-up, along with curtain airbags, 
front electric windows and a height and reach 
adjustable steering column. The three year/60,000 mile 
warranty isn’t the most generous but with insurance 
groupings which will probably start at a mere Group 7, 
this is a car that isn’t going to stretch too many family 
budgets. 

The Rapid Spaceback might at first seem an answer 
to a problem entirely of Skoda’s own making. People 
are comfortable with conventional hatchback shapes. 
Challenge them with something a bit different and it 
often becomes a niche seller or worse, ignored alto¬ 
gether. The Rapid hatchback is a good car but it’s dif¬ 
ferent, refusing to fit neatly into the pre-defined 
categories many buyers expect. In contrast, this 
Spaceback version will be a much easier sell.

Ford Fiesta 


By Bob Hickman 


If you find the automotive industry’s cur¬ 
rent obsession with fuel economy, 
exhaust emissions and generally 
appearing to be greener than the Ama¬ 
zon rain forest an ideal cure for insom¬ 
nia, then Ford’s most frugal diesel Fiesta, 
the 1.6 TDCi ECOnetic, may not be your 
kind of car. 

Efficiency-minded families though will prick up their 
ears at the thought of 85mpg combined cycle and a 
C02 return of just 87g/km. 

Most people would agree that the moves being 
made by the automotive industry to clean up its act 
are important and largely laudable. Whether more 
could be being done and to what degree the car com¬ 
panies behind this drive to protect the planet are moti¬ 
vated by profit are moot points. Things are moving in 
a positive direction and cars like the Fiesta ECOnetic 
are in the vanguard. 

While we wait for hydrogen fuel cells, solar power, 
ethanol, chip fat, fermented onions or some other 
alternative to step into the breach currently occupied 
by fossil fuels, cars like the Fiesta ECOnetic are 
amongst the best options we have. They’re small, light 
and aerodynamic so they can be powered effectively 
by small, economical engines. The problem is that so 
many of them are so boring. We all want cars that are 
affordable and economical but wouldn’t it be nice if 
they were fun too? This desire for some excitement to 
get our teeth into as a side order with our green vehi¬ 
cles could play into the Fiesta ECOnetic’s hands. 

The 1.6-litre TDCi engine in the ECOnetic doesn’t 
educe goosebumps when you plant the throttle but 
it’s reasonably punchy and it doesn’t sound too gruff. 
We had no problem cruising at high speeds on motor¬ 
ways where the refinement remains perfectly accept¬ 
able and in town where you can surf around on the 
engine’s bulging torque curve, it feels genuinely nippy. 


The best bit though is the Fiesta’s chassis. Ford has 
a shining reputation for the driving dynamics of its cars 
and the Fiesta is pretty near the pick of the back. It 
feels alive and fast in its responses, cornering with 
barely a flicker of body roll and more grip than the 
ECOnetic’s engine could hope to overcome. Despite 
the Fiesta’s infectious verve through the bends, it still 
manages to deliver a compliant ride when cruising, 
the suspension dancing over the lumps and knobbles 
of the surface. Some are fractionally more comfortable 
but there isn’t a supermini that’s better to drive in its 
mainstream form than the Fiesta, while the ECOnetic 
outclasses most other economy-focused superminis 
by a distance. 

Variations on the Fiesta theme may come and go 
but before driving any version of Ford’s definitive 
supermini, there’s one thing you almost always know 
for certain: that it’ll be a great steer. There’s a deftness 
to the way this car responds, an agility to the way it 
nips around the bends that no other small car can 
quite match. Rest to 62mph occupies 11.2s on the 
way to 112mph. 

Efficiency 

Unlike, say, a Toyota Prius hybrid which is designed 
to look unusual and mildly futuristic so other road 
users know its driver is helping save the ice caps with 
every squeeze of the throttle, the Fiesta ECOnetic 
looks much like the average Fiesta. Only the ECOnetic 
logo on its rump risks giving the game away. In the 
interests of aerodynamic efficiency, the car also has 
the lowered suspension from the Zetec S models so, 
if anything, it looks sportier than the average Fiesta. 

Otherwise, it’s the usual recipe we’re now familiar 
with from this improved seventh generation Fiesta 
range. As before, it’s offered in both three and five- 
door bodystyles and both are tidy pieces of styling 
with a look these days dominated by a massive Aston 
Martin-like trapezoidal five-bar chrome front grille that’s 
bracketed by a smarter set of laser-cut headlamps with 
LED daytime running lights. The bonnet also has a 
more aggressive ‘power dome’ shape 

Inside, the twin-cowled instrument cluster and 
boldly jutting centre console with its winged mobile

‘phone-inspired layout for the minor controls remains 
and though a few areas of low rent plastic can still be 
found, overall, it’s now a much smarter cabin, with a 
high-gloss finish for the upper instrument panel that 
flows to the lower centre console and is replicated in 
the door panels. 

If you’re going to be using the back seats regularly, 
opt for the five-door version. Lift the tailgate and you’ll 
find that as before, there’s 276-litres on offer with the 
seats up and 960-litres with the seats folded flat. 

Expect to pay £15,000 to £17,000 for this 95PS 1.6 
TDCi ECOnetic diesel Fiesta - so you’re looking at a 
premium of around £900 over the 75PS 1.5-litre TDCi 
. Seems like money well spent given the better per¬ 
formance and the extra lOmpg you’ll get. Whichever 
flavour of Fiesta you choose, equipment runs to a six- 
speaker stereo with aux-in and USB compatibility, front 
electric windows, power mirrors, body-coloured 
bumpers, 60/40 split-folding rear seats and headlamps 
that stay on at night to guide you to your front door. 


One intriguing innovation is MyKey, a segment-first 
technology feature that allows parents to pre-pro- 
gramme a maximum speed and even the stereo vol¬ 
ume if they lend the car to a young driver or a friend. 
Another interesting innovation isan in-car connectivity 
system that features Emergency Assistance in an acci¬ 
dent. 

Plus there’s the optional Active City Stop system 
that at speeds of under 20mph, uses a radar system 
to scan the road for potential collision hazards. 

The push for more efficient cars is important but it 
can also be a bit of a turn off. People will always be 
inspired by cars that look good and can excite on the 
road, even if their heads and bank balances are lob¬ 
bying for something economical. 

The Fiesta ECOnetic does a fine job of compromise 
between these different criteria. It neatly demonstrates 
that outright pace and power are not essentials in an 
enjoyable driver’s car, while managing to be one of the 
most fuel efficient cars in its class into the bargain.

Coming of age for Outlander 


Mitsubishi UK has decided to 
keep things simple and offer 
one diesel engine with a four- 
wheel drive chassis. 

Although 105kg lighter than its prede¬ 
cessor, the engine has been tweaked for 
a bit more low-end boost, and is man¬ 
aged by a six-speed auto, with steering 
wheel paddles for manual override. 

The auto adds 1.5 seconds to the 
manual car’s sprint to lOOkm/h, stretch¬ 
ing it out to 11.2 seconds. Both cars reg¬ 
ister an identical 124mph top speed. 

In these wet and slippery winter con¬ 
ditions, a sure-footed, economical, big 
interior 4x4 offers security and driving 
confidence for you and your family. The 
new Outlander comes highly recom¬ 
mended by JT Hughes and is ready to 
test drive now.

Peugeot Racy and hot RCZ 


By Ian Donaldson 


Readers who like to wait to the end of 
a new car review for the verdict should 
turn away now: this is the best Peugeot 
for years. 

By some way, too. Peugeot has rediscov¬ 
ered its mojo in a coupe that simply gob¬ 
bles up the road and leaves a driver 
begging for more. 

Not before time, you might say. Peugeot once 
produced nicely warmed over cars that had 
enthusiasts queuing for a drive, but that was too 
long ago for comfort. 

The hot(ish) 208 GTI we first saw last year 
started to give renewed hope to people who 
wanted to be wowed by the lion-badged 
machines from France. The new RCZ R takes the 
story forward several chapters at once. 

It’s the ‘R’ that makes all the difference, turning 


an elegant 2+2 into something that can stand 
comparison with cars costing more and bearing 
much more upmarket badges. 

If nearly £32,000 strikes you as a lot to splash 
out on a Peugeot (you’ll probably want £520 
worth of metallic paint too), then you have to 
drive the car to understand the depth of ability 
displayed when you fire off down the road. 

This alchemy is down to Peugeot Sport, a divi¬ 
sion of the company charged with pumping some 
vigour into the everyday machines that roll down 
the production line. 

Now, it could have taken the cynical route (it 
wouldn’t have been the first) and simply bolted 
on bigger wheels, a spoiler and noisier exhaust 
and waited for the buyers not to notice the 
deception. 

So well done everyone back at the works for 
refusing to take the easy way out. Every bit of the 
RCZ that matters to a keen driver has been exam¬ 
ined and honed to make it better where it mat¬ 
ters. 

Taking the £5,360 cheaper RCZ GT 200 as a 
base, the engineers at Peugeot Sport have

turned up the wick on the turbocharger attached 
to the newly-strengthened engine and found 
another 70 horsepower. 

That’s enough to make this a very fast car; top 
speed is electronically limited to 155mph (which 
ought to be enough for anyone, surely) and it 
claws its way to 62mph in less than six seconds. 
So it’s quick. 

So it should be with all that power in a car that’s 
a loaded suitcase lighter than its cheaper, but still 
fast stablemate RCZ. Much less expected is the 
smooth, subtle way all that power is delivered; 
gently enough when you’re not in a press on 
mood to make it a relaxing companion in town. 

Out on an interesting piece of road, the RCZ R 
up its game still further and becomes the most 
delightful surprise. 

For, as well as making the car sit lower to the 
ground and attaching much stiffer springs fore 
and aft, the clever chaps at Peugeot Sport have 


made the car more comfortable. That’s an extraor¬ 
dinary feat. The car rides in a much more con¬ 
trolled manner than slower, cheaper versions of 
the RCZ. Its newfound poise is down to some bril¬ 
liant fine tuning, masking the stiffer springs and 
big alloy wheels wrapped in sportily special 
Goodyear tyres. 

A bigger, and fixed spoiler on the boot lid helps 
keep the car pushed to the road at high speeds, 
while discreet use of ‘R’ logos inside and outside 
the car, and red stitching on the trim, tell you this 
is a special place to spend time. 

Up front, there are a pair of deeply sculpted 
seats that look too narrow for generous bottoms, 
but aren’t, while in the back are a couple of child 
friendly perches. 

Rarely has comfort and sporting ability been as 
well knitted together. Peugeot’s order books are 
filling quickly for the RCZ R and it’s easy to see 
why.

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Council is 
facing bill 
Of £7,000 
for switch 

CHIRK Town Council could 
face a bill of £7,000 over 
plans to switch who is 
responsible for play areas. 

The town council has 
agreed to take over the run¬ 
ning of the seven play areas 
from Wrexham Council. 

But Wrexham Council has 
written to the town council 
to say legal agreements had 
not yet been achieved to 
allow the switch to go 
through. 

And Wrexham Council has 
also told the town council 
that it must pay it £7,000 a 
year to meet the cost of 
Wrexham Council carrying 
out weekly inspections of the 
plays areas until the agree¬ 
ment does go through. 

Chirk Town Clerk Sam 
Hughes said he had been in 
talks with Wrexham Council 
over the funding request. 

He said: “This was differ¬ 
ent from what we said. We 
said we would take it all over. 
They have said we would 
have to pay for their inspec¬ 
tions. Perhaps we can do the 
inspections ourselves.” 

Mr Hughes said Wrexham 
Council had indicated that if 
the town council did not 
accept the arrangement, the 
play areas could be closed. 

Councillor Frank Hem- 
mings said Wrexham Council 
had appeared to have 
“moved the goalposts” on 
the agreement. 

He said there was no pro¬ 
vision for the £7,000 bill in 
the council precept plans. 


Former RE teacher takes up

A WOMAN who started her career as an RE teacher at Welshpool 
High School has taken up a new role a short distance away as the 
vicar of Newtown.

Then, upon returning to the north, she 
was appointed as a tutor on the Diploma in 
Social Work Course at Bangor University. 

On her return to Bangor, Mrs Morris 
began to explore a call to ordained ministry. 

After a period of training at Westcott 
House Theological College for two years, she 
spent a three years as a curate in the Parish 
of Rhyl. 

In 2003, she was appointed Vicar of Bala 



where she has spent the last 10 years. She 
is now the Rector of Llanllwchaiarn and 
Newtown with Aberhafesp and Mission 
Area Leader and Area Dean for Cede wain.

Hotel has 
closed off 
car park 
short cut

THERE must be plenty of Oswestry folk who 
will be able to remember some of these faces 
from yesteryear, and John Lythe of Whitting¬ 
ton, who loaned us the picture, is one of them, 
although in most cases he can’t put names to 
them. 

It shows a group of runners passing the Bell pub in 
Church Street, Oswestry, and John thinks it might be the

Standing just behind him, 
also in a smart jacket, is 
Punch Rogers, the local 
chimney sweep and well- 
known in the town. 

“I can only think it was a 
Doug Morris Run,” said 
John. “My brother used to 
work for Doug Morris. They

were related - he married 
May Morris of Pant, Doug 
Morris’ sister. 

“Doug Morris was the 
famous runner who did a lot 
for charity. He started run¬ 
ning when he was in his 60s 
and started distance run¬ 
ning.

Scheme 
will help 
vulnerable 
in crashes 

TWO new specially equipped 
vehicles will be taking to the 
roads of Powys to help vul¬ 
nerable people who are 
involved in police incidents. 

The vehicles will be 
staffed by officers with facil¬ 
ities for mental health 
nurses, and have been pro¬ 
vided thanks to £90,000 
from the Home Office. 

Dyfed-Powys Police and 
crime tsar Christopher 
Salmon has introduced the 
new service as police, who 
are often first on the scene 
at an incident, occasionally 
have no choice but to take 
the vulnerable person into 
custody until health treat¬ 
ment can be provided. 

He said hopes the Mobile 
Assessment and Support 
Team (Mast) units, which 
should be operational by the 
end of the summer, will cut 
the need for this to happen. 

Mr Salmon said: “For a 
number of reasons, police 
cells are regularly used for 
those suffering with poten¬ 
tially traumatic episodes. 

“Mast is the innovative 
alternative; it will provide 
the most appropriate service 
to people in mental distress 
at the earliest opportunity - 
and will save time and 
money for the police, ambu¬ 
lance and health services.” 

The vehicles will be run 
by Dyfed- Powys Police, 
Hywel Dda University 
Health Board, Powys Teach¬ 
ing Health Board and the 
Welsh Ambulance Service.

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Homes in 
historic 
buildings 
agreed 

THREE historic buildings 
dating back to the 17th and 
18th centuries on a farm 
near Oswestry will be con¬ 
verted into houses after 
plans were agreed. 

The tythe barn, farm¬ 
house and a timber framed 
barn at Manor Farm, West 
Felton, along with two more 
modern barns, will be con¬ 
verted into three homes, an 
annexe to the main farm¬ 
house and a garage block. 

Both barns are Grade II* 
listed, and the farm is on the 
likely site of the bailey of a 
castle at West Felton after 
the Norman Conquest. 

Bill Klemperer, from Eng¬ 
lish Heritage, said the site 
was historically significant 
as following its use as a 
motte and bailey castle, it 
was used from the late 11th 
century as a defended cav¬ 
alry base, and then as a 
medieval manor house. 

He said: “The whole com¬ 
plex - motte and baileys - is 
regarded as highly signifi¬ 
cant and sensitive and 
should be managed in an 
integrated way on one site. 

“Due to the historical and 
archaeological sensitivity of 
the site, Shropshire Council 
should consider the removal 
of permitted development 
rights to ensure that inap¬ 
propriate development does 
not occur in the future.” 

Planners granted permis¬ 
sion as the work will include 
renovation and will preserve 
them for the future. 


Nature's soap opera far 
better than any on telly 


THERE are few things less likely to 
tempt you out of your centrally heated 
house than heavy rain and icy winds. 

We are after all land-based mammals and we prefer 
to be warm and dry. The other mammals that we 
share the countryside with are not so lucky, with the 
added luxury of gas and electricity but nonetheless 
they will also prefer to find shelter from the bitterest 
elements of winter. 

Unless you’re particularly enamoured by urban 
rats or parkland grey squirrels, mammals are a little 
short on the ground at the moment. The exception, 
although you may well be forgiven for not noticing, 
are les becheurs...French for ‘diggers’. I’m talking 
about badgers. 

Badger activity is truly at its height in February. It’s 
the big Spring clean for badgers and any setts are 
likely to show a large amount of nesting material 
above ground. This material, usually dried leaves, 
grasses and straw has not been abandoned but instead 
is part of the badgers’ recycling process. The clumps 
are left outside the sett entrance to dry (good luck with 
that one) before being re-used below. 

Delayed 

But the cubs are also being born right now. This is 
achieved via the process of delayed implantation or 
embryonic diapause which enables the female sow 
badger to decide when to begin the formation of her 
embryo within. 

I’ve mentioned this before but it’s also been recently 
observed that this process is coupled with ‘superfeta¬ 
tion’, or the ability to conceive while pregnant. As a 
result, mixed-paternity litters are not uncommon. But 
why would this be beneficial to females? The answer; 
it reduces the risk of infanticide by male badgers. 

Badgers are of course in the news at the moment 
with a decision being taken on whether to roll out 
wider culls on the species in an effort to rid cattle of 
TB. I have in the past been accused by the odd vet of 
being too sentimental about badgers. If said veterinar¬ 
ian had actually bothered to properly read my com¬ 
ments, he will have found it hard to find any ‘oohs and 



ahhs’. I am not sentimental about wildlife. I have a 
deep scientific fascination of our species and others 
with which we share this planet which brings me great 
pleasure. All I will say on the issue is that the science 
does not support a cull. Neither do I or any naturalist 
I know. 

Despite the huge discrepancy between the meagre 
wildlife and conservation funds and the NFU’s funds, 
it’s the wildlife trusts (especially Shropshire’s) that 
have come up with a viable vaccine and implemented 
it in the field. 

It must be admitted that if you want to see badgers, 
you’re going to have to don your hat and gloves and 
sneak off to a sett in the late evening. This may not 
be the most appealing thing to do at this time of the 
year, but if you can manage it, the soap opera you see 
will be far better than anything on the telly. 

You’re probably best joining a local ‘badger-watch’ 
group, several of which exist in Shropshire but when 
you approach the sett, do be careful where you put 
your feet. 

Badgers are incredibly clean and will not defecate 
in their underground homes. They have special com¬ 
munal latrines comprising of shallow pits placed away 
from the setts on the edge of their territory. They will 
eat several hundred earthworms every night, but also 
feed on insects, bluebell bulbs and elderberries. 
Because of their keen sense of smell, badgers can also 
dig down for rabbit nests and grubs under the surface 
as well as being one of the only animals capable of 
killing and eating hedgehogs. A digested mixture of all 
the above can be found under and over your foot if 
you’re not careful in the dark!

THE latest XJ model from Jaguar sits right 
at the top of the luxury saloon car market. 

It’s hard to imagine that Jaguar could have 
improved on the flagship saloon but they have - 
with the introduction of a longer wheel based option 
with even more back-seat luxury than ever before. 

The 2014 model is the latest in a long line of lux¬ 
urious Jaguar sports saloons, incorporating 
enhanced rear cabin luxury features, comfort and 
in-car technology to create a truly elegant and con¬ 
temporary luxury car. 

Jaguar has long-dominated the luxury sector and 
with the brand enjoying remarkable success at the 
moment bosses have not been shy when it comes 
to improving the quality of the offering. 


On test was the XJ Portfolio LWB which leaves 
showrooms at £70,975 though the model on test 
would have set you back a further £16,000. 

The extra cash gives you racing red exterior 
colour, electric memory seats, the premium rear 
seat package, top of the range audio package, 
advances cruise control and 20” polished wheels. 

The long-wheelbase models feature enhanced 
rear cabin luxury features which include ‘airline’ 
style reclining seats with massage function, 
increased headroom, fold-out business tables and 
a re-tuned rear suspension set-up to enhance rear 
seat ride comfort.

Jones was then scouted by Bristol City’s academy man¬ 
ager Willie McStay and was a regular member of the under- 
21 development squad before signing for Livingston in 
search of first-team football.

Jones, however, impressed in training with the Welsh

years old,” he said. “He played at Stockport County and 
then went to Celtic when he was only 16 years old.

“For a young lad he has got a really good pedigree and a 
lot of potential. A club like Celtic doesn’t pay money for you 
if you don’t have good potential.

“He has trained with us for the last week or so and he 
has done more than enough in training for us to see that 
potential. He is a big strong lad but more importantly he is 
a good footballer. 

“He fits in with the way we want to play, he is athletic, 
he is strong, he is good in the air and when he played for 
Celtic reserves squad he scored a lot of goals for them. 

“He fits in well because he wants to play football, he is 
young and gives the squad more competition. We have prob¬ 
ably been light in defenders over the last season and we 
have been very fortunate that we haven’t had any big 
injuries to our defenders.” 

Harrison said that the new arrival is a hungry player who 
wants to succeed.
